tion, but Will Not Run from 


His Duty—Still Waiting 


on the Courts. 


LIXCOIA, Hcb., Feb. 6.—Qov, Thay«r 


has at last made public his intentions. 
Last night he called together the cor- 
respondents and gave them the follow- 
ing- statement: 


"In regard to the governorship, I 


will say that my attorneys are waiting 
to get the full text of the decision of 
the supreme court at Washington. As 
yet they do not know what it does 
really contain, because of the conflict- 
ing reports. 
If any one supposes that 


I am holding on to tha office of gov- 
ernor for the sake of the office, or that

mistaken. I 
am anxious to 


surrender 
the 
office;

not propose to act precipitately, and 
without full knowledge of what the de- 
cision does really mean. The clerk of 
the United States supreme court wired 
Mr. Webster that the decision of tho 
supreme court of Nebraska was re- 
versed, and tho case wa» remanded for 
further proceedings. When it is known, 
what tho decision is we will know how 
to act. I am ready to comply with Its 
requirements.

Spring lake is eitnated m the Illinois 


river bottom in Tazawell eonnty, 111. It 
is over ten miles long, from twenty to 
200 rods wide allow water, and deep 
enough to float B steamboat. Besides 
the lake proper there are also various 
connections lakes and branches. It 
takes its name from the spring water of 
which it is composed, this water flowing 
from many springs in the blufl partially 
surrounding it. At ordinary stages of 
the Illinois river there is a constant flow 
of water m considerable volume form 
the lake to tbe river, with which it con- 
nects above Copperas creek dam. 


The tract of bottom land, between the 


b'uffa and the Illinois river, surrounding 
Spring Lake, is fourteen miles long and 
from two to three miles wide the greater 
portion of its length, and embraces an 
area of 15,000 square acres. 


For fifty years Spring Like has been 


noted as the breeding ground of the 
black bass, pickerel and croppy, and as 
the resort of water fowl of every descrip- 
tion. . The migratory water fowl make it 
a resting and feeding placa during their 
semi-annualflight, and wood ducks are 
to be fonnd there the year round. The 
low lands ore covered with wild ripe anil 
oeleiy, and the borders of the lake with 
oress, moss, ferns and other aquatic 
plants. 


When the government built Copperas 


Creek dam across the Illinois river it was 
necessary also to extend it across Spring 
Lake. This resulted in deepening tbe 
lake five feet, and caused it to spread 
over the adjacent land to twice its orig- 
inal width. 


The Pekin and Spring Luke Hunting 


and Fishing club is in an Illinois cor- 
poration, organized in Tazewell county 
for the purpose of acquiring the grounds 
and lake above mentioned. It ie the in- 
tention to make in game and fishing 
preserved for the benefit of the members 
of the club. A large portion of the land 
has been purchased by the corporation, 
and tbe balance, or as much of it as may 
be necessary, to hold the 
exclusive 


privilege ot hunting and fishing, will be 
necessary, to hold the exclusive privilege 
of hunting and fishing will be secured. 
Much ot this bus been contracted tor, 
bat the deeds have not yet passed to the 
club. As soon BB ihe land has been ac- 
quired by the olnb it will bu enclosed, 
and a club house or a hotel will be erected 
for the use ol the members of the club.

With a view of making the 


history of

order more correct, 


an investigation was finally set on 
toot to discover where the first department 
was organized, It was found that the c'e- 
pnrtments of Indiana, Illinois and Wis- 
consin had been organized at nearly tbe 
same time, and soon a discussion arose 
as to which state bad the aotunl right to 
the claims of seniority. The veterans of 
all these states pressed their claims, and 
this led to the appointment of the com- 
mittee to hear all the evidence and de- 
termine to whom the honor belonged. 


The decision is regarded by Grand 


Army men as a most important one. The 
honor it gives is far greater than would 
be ot first supposed. The next encamp- 
ment will be held in Washington, and 
the procession will move over tbe snme 
streets as did the famous review in 
1865, just before the Union army dis- 
banded. Every old soldier will regard 
it is no mean honor to lead the parade, 
and Wisconsin soldiers will be especially 
proud that they will be ths first to 
march in tho great leview. 
The rela- 


tions between Illinois posts and Wiscon- 
sin, posts are of an exceedingly friendly 
character and the award of the committee 
will not cause auy hard fueling, although 
it will be a disappointment to Illinois 
veterans, espeoiolly in this section, where 
the comrades first organized a post, nnd 
where the founder o! the order is well 
known.

The 0. C. Waahburn Post ot Madison 


will probably lead the procession, ns it 
was recently accorded the honor of bi 3 
ing the first Post organized in Wisconsin 
There was a friendly dispute relative to 
this pMnt also, us the Philip SherkUa 
Post Osbkosb, and the Post at Berlin also 
claimed the honor. 


The Department ot Wisconsin was or- 


gamzed June 7, 1800, at Madison, ac- 
cording to Beath's history of the Grand 
Array of tbe Republic. 
On this date a 


large meeting was held. 
Ths officers 


then elected were ns follows:

ment Commander, Gen. J. K. Proudfit; 
Council of Administration, Gen. T. B 
Allen, Gen. J.M. Rusk, Col. A. J. Bcrt- 
lett, Col. K A. Calkina; Surgeon, L. H. 

George F. Wowoll wno afterward 
selected as Adjutant-General nnd Ed- 
ward Ooleman Quartermaster General. 


An Anniversary. 


To-day is tbe twenty-seventh anniver- 


sary of what at the time was an import- 
ant event in the history of Maoon county. 
On tbe 6th day of February, 1865 the 
Board ot Supervisors met in special 
session to transact some business of in- 
terest to every able-bodied citizen ot the 
county. Tbe war was in progress Bt the 
time and tho president bad called for 
volunteers. 
In this call was presaged 


the danger of a draft in case the quota 
was not met by volunteers and to stimu- 
late volunteering the board of supervisors 
resolved to offer a bounty to secure en- 
listments and create a fund to be used 
for that purpose, and also, for the sup- 
port of the families of those who should 
go to the front. 
Among tbe resolutions 


passed were the following: 


'> jjrioliid, That the county of Macon here 


bv tenders a bounty ol SBOO to (-very man »lio 
shall be mustered Into tlie military service ot 
tlie United mates, upon said call to fill said 
''T d/to»Ir«!. 'Hint m order to assist In tlie 
raising ot funds lor tho purpose aforesaid, and 
to faclilate the same, at the earliest practicable 
mnmiint bonds of said county, to tlie amount of 
S75.0M, shall be immediately Issued, as Herein- 
alici directed. 


The bonds were issued, the quota WBS 


filled and the bonda have long since been 
redeemed. It was n large sum ot money 
for the county, which was numerically 
small nnd poor nt the time, to raise, but 
it did it. 


It might not have been done so oonld 


tbe people nt that time have foreseen 
that within the next thirty-one days 
Lee's army would surrender to Grant. 
Tbfl chances are that none of tbe men 
secured from tbe county nt that time 
ever reached the front. 


The full printed proceedings of that 


board meeting, wliich is fast becoming 
un ancient document, is in possession of 
M. Elson; nud Crom it the above facts 
have been gathered. James H. Pickrell 
was chairman ot the board, and Samuel 
Ron wns clerk of the county court.
